3 —Slt as if some 
article of dress halbeen thrown upaa his saoubler but, 
though he put up his hand, he felt nothing Bait tha most 
extrordinary part ofthe manifestations was the effort made by 
Sam ” to join us in singing “Joyful,” to which the table kept 
time. by its movements, His voice, which was at some distance 
from us, seemed far more like the barking ofa gruff dog than 
anything else, while at intervals he cried out,“ All right!" 

All right !? finishing up with another of those thundering 
blows upoa the table. We next started © Greenlanl’s ley 
Montaius y’ but, somehow or other the laly-medium went olf 
the tunu, aud I way fureed to atop, when, as if to admonish ma 
to proceed, I was grasped first by the knee,and then by both 
ankles, Another very curious thing I noted during the singing 
was asound apparently floating above us in the air, and not 
unlike the snapping of a bird's bill, as it kept tima to the 
music, Sumecines Í could hear it over my head, sometimes 
over that of Me, S—; then it would seem to be sailing about 
over the mediums, then dowa close to the floor, but always on 
the move. I remember that, among other sounds, the fire-irons 
seemed to be thrown down on the Hearth, while in one corner I 
could hear as if it were the crumpling of piper. But here the 
sconce Was luterrupted by the old lady of the house knocking at 
the door, and asking if s 30, might come in. Permission being 
graunte l, she opened the door, came in, and proceeded to light 
the gas. She then, with a very solemn face, asked what were 
those awfal unearthly sounds she had heard, even in the 
kitchen, where she had sat till she could endure it no longer, 
At this time I may tell you, she was greatly afraidof the in- 
visibles, and was on the outlook for another house; but her 
daughter toll her it was of no ase, as the invisible power 
whatever it might be, would be sure to accompany them. Now 
however she has got quite reconciled to it, and converses 
herself with the spirits quite familiarly. ` 

Now occurred the most surprising incident of this séance. We 
were waiting fora reply to sume question, when something 
s'ruck a blow upon the table, and the medium cried ous, © Oh, 
my riug ! itis goue.” Sure enough when sue held over her 
fluger nota vestige of it was to be seen. Thusin a momant 
was accomplished a feat which had baffled the most patient 
wanipulstion aud ingenuity. On asking the reason of this 
sudden Withdrawal of the talsmanic gift, we were told taat it 
was A sigu that she herself would be sud leuly taken away ; but 
whether temporally by trance, or permanently by death, we 
Were not male quite sure. 

Qu one occasion a slipper was taken off the foot of the medium 
befure their eyes, anil hang upon the kitchen door handle; 
while on another the large tible in the parlour was lifted an l 
laid upon its back in broad daylight while tie me-liu us were 
sittings at the window, which is at some distance from it. A 
similar occurrence touk place at our third visit, when both 
mediums were presente We hal jast taken onr plice at the 
thle, before the gis waa turned down, vbhen, mach to our 
aurp.ise, an aru-coair whie: was stan ling on the hearth 
siddeniy moved forward to the tav.e, no une beiug near it at 
the time, 7 

Firat the table rose up as high as oar he ds, aud moved with 


such tremendous furce that we had to bend our heads below ita 
level, and resistit with all our might to prevont our being in- 
jured or upset. As it was my friend S——, who was sitting 
close to me, was thrown over, chair and all; but, strange to 
say, he did not fall with violence, as was to be expected, but 
felt as if lis chair had been arrested just before it had reached 
the fluor, thus preventing the anticipated shock. Atter he had 
got over his surprise, we again took our places, I then requested 
as a test, that the invisibles wonld touch some part of my 
person ; and while waiting the result the kuly suddenly cried 
out that her foot had been suddenly pulled out from below her. 
I was just wondering in my own mind how this could be an 
answer to my request, when I receiver a slash on the face with 
what appeared from the feeling, $o be the tailof some animal, 
or at least a bunch of lair of some kind or other. Just then 
the little girl set up a piteous wail, saying that something had 
struck her on the face and pulled ber ear, The old lady and all 
the others also averred that they had been struck on the cheek 
with something or other, one deseribiny it as like the mop with 
which bakers clei their ovens, another as a wisp of hair. Mr. 
S—— said it seemed to him more like some old heddle yarn. 
Bat, whatever it might be, it was clearly evident that all 
present had got a touch of it. 

Once I was seized by both ankles, but was so startled that I 
drew away my feet in alarm, At one time L felt a hand: laid 
gently on my head, and shortly after a slight, yet distinct slap 
on the head, which drew from me the exclamation, “ Don’t do 
that!” I asked the invisibles if these manifestations were 
boing made for the purpose of convincing us of the reality of 
apirit power. The answer was “ Yes. Well.’ [said, “so far 
as these go, I think we are satisfied.” To this conclusion, 
however, it seems Mr. S—— demurred, as he told me after- 
warda, though he did not give expression to it. And this, I 
think, accounts for whatimmediately followed ; for uo sooner 
had the thougnt been formed in his mind than he was struck, 
by an invisible hand, a violent blow on the side of the head. 
He cried out at once that he had been struck, and that he 
thought he was cut. We were all sarprised at this, as none 
of us had heard the blow. However, we broke up the circle at 
once. [arose and lighted the gas, when, fortunately it was 
found that our friend had sastained no injury beyond a slight 
smarting, which did not long continus. Contrary to what 
might have been expected from sucha blow, the part was 
neither swollen nor discoloure L

We print tie 
vision as given to the medium, who is a highly sensitive ant 
wonderful seer of whom we trast our readers will ie uw imora. 

Part L 
Looktya around into the spirit-world, [ saw a guardian, attired after 
the fashion of a Turkish grandee. Several questions were asked, and 
aniwered most truthfully, and fully confirmed what had been previously 
said by the sume spirit, through other mediums, 

After this my spirit-sight was directed to another put of the spirit- 
World, and there I saw five plants each bearing blossoms after their ovn 
kind, and wll in most perfect foliaggand beauty, First the Daisy ; 
soud, the Violet; third, the Lily of tho valley ; fourth, the Jessa- 
mine; and fifth and last the Tulip, All were very bea itiful, with purely 
white blogsumy A spiril-voice asked me whae tthought of then? EF 
unswered that i considero | them pretty, bat could not see anything very 
į particular to excite my admiration, My questioner then told ine to 
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watch them steadfastly, and earnestly. I d:d so, and saw each plant 
transform itself into a beautiful spirit, wearing around its head 

a wreath or coronet, composed of various flowers from which they 
sprang. 

The first one wearing the D tisy wreath, came towards me, and asked 
for my opinion of her. I said I considered her pretty, but certainly 
not beautiful. Shethen told me she was named Innocence, and did I 
not consider innocence beautiful? I answered that any justly balanced 
mind must think so. She replied, however rough the foot may be th at 
bends me down, or however hard the barden I may have to bear, still 
I look up, and always tum my face to God. 

Thesecond spirit, the Violet, now approached me, she told me her 
name was Virtue, seeking no exalted position in the world, but rather 

hoosing quiet and seclusion, and yet she found harself most universally 
beloved; not for the beauty of her form, but for the soft and eweet 
perfume which round her grex, and which all the sons of earth admired, 
And so they sought with anxious hearts, her dwelling, and she was happy;

I could, to make their path more bright, and teach them that pro- 
gression leads to happiness ; how each should live to help his neighbour 
on life’s joucneying Way. This was the secret of contentment here, and 
fits us for advanced and brighter spheres. So may vou livea life of 
usefulness; doing thy work in sweet humility, but not with modest 
mien, I would E were more worthy of your love, 

And now the Jessamine advanced with smiling face, and told me she 
was known as Friendship; that she had lead a joyful life, clinging to 
all things with her friendly arms ; the frailest branch or roughest stein 
alike, she hugged them in her fond embrace, and gladly clung and 
flourished everywhere ; and when a welcome guest she strove by every 
means to mike herself a lifetime need. The more she grew, the greater 
was her power, ‘Thousands of starlight blossoms she produced, ench one 
a symbol of agoodly act, aal then the very atmosphere as if in joy 
became perfumed with sweetest fragrance, pure and unalloyed,as was 
the motto that she loved, and hoped that [ would cherish for her sake, 
the joys and pleasures of a friendly heart, as it would do me good. The 
more'l eluag the firner I should grow, uatil responsive all would cling 
to me in very sympathy. 

And now the Tulip cama, with head erect, a proud and noble beauty 
to behold. I felt asif I could hwe loved her, for her very nobleness, 
She told me she was named Ambition, and had more affinity with me 
than had her gentler siste.s and she could tell me more than they had 
done, but cach had told a worthy narrative, and one that I should not 
forget; but as her sympathy with me was great, she then would tell me 
how she long ago had felt as I did then, Ambitious! how she had 
tourd .he way to happiness, Ambition still her motto, and fond Love her 
guide, She said that when she had reached wominhool, in all the 
g olden beauty o“ her prime, that she was proud, and yet ambitious of the 
world a esteem, but how to win tha golden apple of applause was her 
unceasing ever anxious thought; the move she thought, the greater her 
perplexity, and she became unhappy. But being blest with youth, and 
active intellect, she quickly rallied and after one long and anxious day

On Monday Mr. J. H. Powell, of London, visited Cirencester—in 
responses, We understand, to a private invitation—for the purpose of 
lecturing at the Corn Hall in the evening on tha subject of “ Modern 
Spiritualism, its facts and philosophy.” Scarcely anyone attended, 
although the lecture had been previously announced by placard, After 
waiting three quntters of an hour, and there not being then quite a 
dozen present, Mr, Powell returned to each, the money paid forad- 
mision, and dismissed the audencs, A few copies of the “ Spiritual 
Times,” of which he is the editor, were distributed as the people retired. 
‘Tnis failure may perhaps in part be attributed to the season of the yeal, 
Whitsuntide, and other external influeaces; but the great cause is 
doubtless to ba feund in the apathy which prevails on the subject. 

On Tuesday evening, a nu nber of individuals interested in the question 
--oome of whom had attended at tha Corn Hall on the preceding 
evening, met Ma Powell at a gentleman's privite residence, at Stratton, 
when some of the prominent questionsin connection with Modern 
Spintuaism were explained,and an animated disc ission arose, Mr Powell- 
referred tothe origin of Modera Spiritualism, an l gave an account of the 
Fox girls, at Roch aster, or the Rochester kuockings, He then related 
ume a! his own experiences, which certainly appear to have been very 
marvelous Llo stated that he had seen tables weighing a hundred 
weight rise from the g.ound, sometimes with hands on them, but 
voce wionally without their being touched, Hos had also held a guitar 
between his knees, and heard it played on by invisible fingers, Qa these 
occasions he sav the strings vibrating, while the handa ef everyone of 
the cirela were then on the table, So aetines he hat held an alphibec 
ander the table and requested the spirits tu take it, and after a time it 
dhad besa taken with sone force, as though by a human hand, Ue hid 
dikewise felt spirit hands touch him, aad pull his hair, with various other 
alanitestations, Mr. Powell next gave a description of his wife's 
anediumship, which waseqaially wonde:ful, After two years’ developing, 
she was able to give beautiful addresses —the direct utterance of spirits 
who used her as a medium; anl she often felt her spirit child impress 
kisses on ber cheek, ‘These startling accounts were followed by a state- 
gaent of the philosophy of Spicitualis.n. God is recognized as the univer- 
wal Fathes—ot the blaek as well asof the white; and the avatem teaches 
that tor the soul of man there is eternal progcession; that salvation 
depends upon repentance ; and that repentance takas place not only 
herr, but also beyond the grave, 


There were necessarily tew believers preseat; but the addresse aud the. 


succeeding discussion contained, even for usand our sceptical friends 
anaay poitts of interest. Mr. Powell is master of hit subject, and 
explains it with a sincerity and earnestness which, if they fui, without 
ovalar demonstration, te eirey conviction at least ensure for the lecturer 
the respectful attentiva of his audience, Mr. Powell ia the author ofa

After examining with apparent interest my sister's 
spiritual drawings, they desire! to sit around a taole to see 
sume movements, I inquired whether any ot them had seen 
or read anything of spiritual phenoment, as I thought it advis- 
able tu be in some degrees prepared for any manitestation tut 
might possibly be given, The gentleman observed that he * did 
hut cars tu read, he wanted tu see something Door fellow, ue 
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little thought he would be gratified to the extent of being nearly |. 


frightened out cf his wits! Miss M declared that she 
had ‘‘consideralle mesmeric power and that she had seen 
spirits.” Before sitting at the table she requested her young 
friend Miss A—-—to favor us with some music. Miss A—— 
complied in a style that proved her to be an accomplished 
musician. We then formed a circle round a small table. My 
medium sister was soon influenced to withdraw from the table 
which was then greatly moved about causing much surprise to 
those who had never seen sucha phenonemon. Presently Miss 
A—-—’s hand began to beat on the table. We gave her a pen- 
eil and some paper, but she did not write, she appeared a little 
excited at first and said “her hand would move, she could not 
stop it’? Then a calm and beautiful expression was exhibted in 
her countenance, her eyes closed, she appeared entranced, and 
said she was ‘bappy.” Hereupon her friend Miss H——be- 


came alarmed, and we had some trouble to persuade her either | 


to be calm or to leave the table, for we were all much interested 
and saw no cause for fear as the controlling power was evidently 
good. Music was suggested, and Miss A——began to finger 

talle as if it were an instrument. We led her to the! 
piano, she played some strange airs that none before had heard, 
and several times we heard a sound as if one of the strings of the 
piano was struck inside as an accompaniment.

net equal fer attaining to this. 

The higher order of spirits which sometimes present them- 
selves ard con municate to cur circles, who have evidently 
attained to ccnditions of truth and J oliness exceeding that of 
cur earthly ministers, set an example of modesty and humility 
that is opposed to such assumptions of infallibility and which it
